Since you probably do not watch all newscasts, I felt-, you 
should be aware of the above and may want to interview those 
witnesses further to aid in your investigation. 
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CRIMINALS OR VICTIMS? 

Judi Bari and Daryl Cherney have been arrested on 
charges of possession and transportation of explosives! 


Guess what the evidence is against them? The bomb was 
placed, apparently, very close to the occupants of the car! 

So close, in fact, that the police claim they must have known 
it was there! It may have been placed under a huge pile of 
papers and posters and Earth First literature, etc. It may 
have been under the passenger seat of the car.
